he year 1731, a period when Philadelphia af- 
forded little aſſiſtance to the enquiries of the ſtudious. 


A number of gentlemen having raiſed the ſum of one 
hundred pounds by ſubſcription, a ſmall library was 
formed upon principles che beſt calculated to diſſeminate 
knowledge: the books were not, as in many of the 
public libraries of Europe, confined to the apartments, 
but the ſubſcribers were allowed to carry them home for 
a reaſonable ſpace of time, 


The plan ſoon became popular; acceſſions to the 
number of members took place, and the ſtock of books 


was annually encreaſed by purchaſes at the company's 


expence, and liberal donations from perſons both at 
home and abroad, 


Ihe then proprictaries of Pennſylvania appear to 
have taken a patriotic pleaſure in the encouragement of 
the plan. Beſides ſeveral valuable donations, they 
granted a charter of incorporation in the year 1742.

iv An Account of the Library. 


A ſpirit of literary improvement made its way among 
all claſſes of people, and the philanthropy of the great 
and amiable character“ who ſuggeſted the plan, was 
gratified by tracing the books as well into the hands of 
the opulent, with whom literature is ſometimes no more 
than one of the ornaments of civil life, as among thoſe 
to whom it renders a more ſubſtantial benefit. Letters, 
while they employ the leiſure of the artiſt, reconcile 
him to his labor; by removing groſſer relaxations they 
promote his health, while they enlarge his mind; and 


prolong his life, while they teach him to enjoy it. 


The reſpectable and intelligent character of che latter 
claſs of people in Philadelphia and its environs, cannot 
be referred to a more probable cauſe, than the habits 
of reading promoted by this inſtitution. 


The great utility and ſucceſs of this meaſure, occa- 
fioned the formation of other libraries upon ſimilar prin- 
ciples. But as it appeared more conducive to the intereſts 
of literature, to be poſſeſſed of one large, than of ſeveral 


| ſmaller collections of books, coalitions gradually took 
place among them, till the Amicable, the Aſſociation 


and the Union Companies were blended with the Li- 
brary Company of Philadelphia, the title conferred by 
the charter. 


Since this event, which took place i in the year 1769, 


the members and the property of the company have 


continued to encreaſe; the former being now between 
five and ſix hundred in number. The number of vo- 
lumes, at preſent, amounts to eight thouſand, the ſelec- 
tion of which, has in general been calculated to pro- 


mote the more important intereſts of ſociety. And the 


ſtock of books is continually encreaſed by occaſional 


donations, annual importations and purchaſes of every

THE inconvenient arrangement of the former CaTA- 
Locus having been much complained of, as tending to 
prolong and perplex the enquiry after particular authors, 
and affording no general view of the different ſubjecte 
contained in the library, the following plan was ſuggeſt- 
ed, and it is hoped will be more ſatisfactory. 

In conformity to the general delineation of human ſci- 
ence, laid down by Bacon, and afterwards illuſtrated 
and enlarged by D' Alembert, the books have been divided 
into three claſſes, correſponding with the three great 
diviſions of the mental faculties—Memory, Reaſon and 
Imagination. 


It has been attempted to render the ſubdiviſions of the 


feveral claſſes ſufficiently ample, to combine only thoſe 
which proceeded from a common ſource, and could not be 
ſeparated without difficulty, and to adapt the arrange- 
ment rather to the ſcience than the ſubject. | 

The arrangement will not, perhaps, eſcape cenſure, 
nor the books appear to have been always claſſed with pro- 
priety; but, it ſhould be remembered, that little leſs than 
an univerſal acquaintance with them was competent to a 
raſt of the kind, which, although it required an uninter- 


rupted dedication of time and talents, was to be executed 


by thoſe on whom it was devolved, in the occaſional inter- 
wals of other duties, with minds frequently wearied by 
other labors.
